Was Pioneer Settler and Mem­ 


ber of First Territorial 


Legislature 


Hon. Parson K. Johnson, fa th e r of 
Mrs. Julia 
K. 
M cFadden, 
C harles 
and Will Johnson, died this m orning a t 
the home of Mrs. 
M cFadden, of old 
age. 
Mr. Johnson has been failing f< r 
several months and has been confined 
to the bed for several weeks. 
Mr. Johnson w as one of the best 
known pioneers of the s ta te and te r ri­ 
tory of Minnesota, having rep resen ted 
the city of St. Paul in the council of 
the first territorial legislature of Min­ 
nesota, which convened in the city of 
St. Paul on the 3rd day of Sept., 
1849, 
and adjourned N ovem ber 1st, of th a t . 
year. 
So far as is known ho w as the 
last survivor of th a t body. 
Mr. Johnson w as 
also one of the . 
founders of tho city of M ankato, which j 
w as settled in 1851 and 1852. 
He was 
afterw ard s in tho legislature from th a t 
district and was a prom inent citizen of 
th a t city for m any years. 
For several 
years past he has made his home with 
Mrs. 
M cFadden 
and 
w ith C h a llis 
Johnson. 
Last w inter he w en t to St. 
Paul and 
was received by the sta te legislature 
as a guest of honor. 
Since then his 
health has rapidly failed and he g ra d ­ 
ually shrunk aw ay, w eighing about 75 
pounds at the tim e of his death. 
For 
several w eeks p a st he has been con­ 
fined to his bed m ost of the tim e. 
The following sketch of Mr. .Johnson 
appeared in the St. 
Paul D ispatch of 
February 12, 1902, having been se n t to 
th a t [japer as a special from Brainerd: 
“ The history 
of 
M innesota could 
scarcely be w ritte n w ithout a glance 
a t the .scrolls w hereon are em blazoned 
the nam es of those who laid the founda­ 
tion stones of this splendid comm on­ 
wealth. 
Parsons K. Johnson, 
a resi­ 
dent of Brainerd, is th e sole surving 
m em ber of the first territo rial legisla­ 
tu re of the N orth S ta r state. 
“ The story of Mr. Jo h n so n ’s life is a 
varied and in terestin g one, 
running 
hand in hand w ith the birth, gro w th 
and developm ent of th e sta te through 
fifty-five long years and today, with 
w hitening hair, halting steps, and fail­ 
ing sight, b u t w ith mind and m em ory 
keen and active, he w atches the pro­ 
gress of the events w ith as g r e a t solici­ 
tude as ever he did w hen M innesota e x ­ 
isted in little m ore th an nam e. 
“ Mr. Johnson w as born in V erm ont, 
May 8, 1816, raised in sam e atm osphere, 
playing the sam e boyish gam es, a tte n d ­ 
ing the sam e school, courting the sam e 
young girls as the g re a t 
Stephen A. 
Douglas. 
They 
w e re 
schoolmates, 
playm ates and boyhood friends 
and 
m any are the excellent stories Mr. 
Johnson is able to tell today of the 
‘Little g ’ant. ’ 
“ While y et a young~~Tfinn, he;—Mer 
m any another, cam e w est to grow up 
w ith 
the country, 
settlin g 
first 
in 
Illinois. 
It w as th ere he had an oppor­ 
tunity to vote for his boyhood's friend, 
Douglas, for president in the m em or­ 
able cam paign th a t made the im m or­ 
tal Lincoln president. 
A fte r ten years 
of Illinois, he moved to M innesota, a r­ 
riving in St. 
Paul in 
1847. 
As was 
stated he w as a m em ber of the first 
territorial legislature, which convened 
in the little log stru c tu re a t the corner 
of Bench and M innesota stre e ts, Sept. 
3, 1849, and continued in session until 
N ovem ber 
I 
the sam e year. 
T here 
w ere but eighteen m em bers of th a t 
body: 
Joseph W. 
F h u rb er, speaker; 
Jam e s Wells, H enry, Jackson, Jo hn J. 
Dewey, Morton S. Wilkinson, Sylvanus 
T rask, M ahlum Black, 
B enjam in W. 
Brunson, H enry F. Setzer, William R. 
Marshall, 
W illiam 
D ugas, 
Jerem iah 
Russell, Allen Morrison, Lorenzo Bab­ 
cock, Thom as A. Holmes, Alexis Bailey, 
Gideon H. Pond and Parsons K. Jo h n ­ 
son 
all dead now save this one white- 
haired man. 
He w as m arried in 1850 
to Miss L aura Bivins, by whom he had 
four children. 
Mrs. Johnson died in 
B rainerd in 1895. 
“ Mr. Johnson w as the first post­ 
m aster in M ankato, having moved to 
th a t place from St. Paul in 1852, and 
was appointed to th a t office by 
P resi­ 
dent Pierce. 
He w as the first register 
of deeds of Blue E a rth county, elected 
in 1856, and later on was elected to the 
seventh territo rial legislature from the 
T enth district, 
which em braced Blue 
E arth, 
Steele, 
LeSueur, 
Faribault, 
Brown, 
N icollett, 
Sibley, Pierce and 
Renville counties. 
T he house of re p ­ 
resentatives a t this session had thirty- 
eight m em bers. 
He held office of ju s ­ 
tice of peace a t M ankato for fourti en 
years. 
He was a w itness to the h a n g ­ 
ing of the th irty -e ig h t Sioux Indians at 
M ankato, Dec. 26, 1862. 
“ The venerable gentlem an saw the 
first train of cars move out of St. Paul 
for St. 
A nthony. 
He stood on t i e 
levee in St. Paul when the first p rin t­ 


ing [tress was brought to Minnesota for 
Ja m es Goodhue. 
“ Mr. Johnson 
is a m em ber of the 
first territorial pion eer’ association and 
tak es g re a t pleasure 
in m eeting his 
friends of the early days of the s ta te 
a t the annual m eetings held in St. Paul. 
It is his intention t*> ta k e p a rt in cele­ 
brating th e fiftieth an n iv ersary of the 
founding of the City of M ankato, which 
will take place in th a t town next Ju n e . 
'I he funeral will take place
